fleſh to ſatisfig her hunger. But nor prevailing, 
ſhe was now. come to A#fgck entreating them, 
that if there was the body of any young man or 
woman unburied,that they would give it herto 
cate to preſerve her life. | And 
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.- And that two worhen &a boy did after the 
ſame inanrer ſpeake unto them, tellitig thein 
that they had for a long time lived of dead 
mens fleſh, which being publiſhed the Cloyſter 
of the Church-yard of S*. Nicbalss where the 
dead bodies were kept was locked up. 
Laſtly, that foure young maides had cut ini
